The invention is also useful to protect against allergens that contact the 
respiratory or ocular mucosal surfaces. Suitable ophthalmic agents which can be 
included in ihe compositions of the present invention and administered via the method 
of the present invention include, but are not limited to [glaucoma agents, such as 
betaxolol, pilocarpine and carbonic anhydrase inhibitors; dopaminergic agonists;] 
post-surgical antihypertensive agents, such as para-amino clonidine (apraclonidine); 
anti-infectives, such as ciprofloxacin; antimicrobials, such as cephalosporins and 
quinolones; non-steroidal and steroidal anti-inflammatories, such as suprofen, 
ketorolac and tetrahydrocortisol; prostaglandins; proteins; growth factors, such as 
EGF; immunosuppressant agents, and anti-allergics.
